After Congress assembles tlie facts 
concerning the rubber situation, what 
can Congress do about it?. The ex¬ 
port control of rubber in th e British 
East Indies, which is held responsible 
for the recent soaring of prices, Is a 
purely domestic affair. Congress has 
no more control over the actions of 
the Colonial Obvernments of Ceylon 
and Malaya in their' regulation of ex¬ 
ports than those bodies have over our 
own restrictions on Imports. Obvious¬ 
ly, we do not relish the idea of dollar 
rubber, but neither did our fpreign 
Customers In 1920 like the idea ot 40- 
ceht cotton. One can easily imagine 
the heat and perfervid oratory which 
would have developed on Capitol Hill 
lf the British Government at j.liat time 
had ordered an official investigation 
of cotton prices, and there is no rea¬ 
son to believe that the investigation, 
voted by the house will prove any¬ 
more conducive to good International 
relatlohs.—New; York World.
